damn themſelves by renouncing their 
Allegiance, and taking up Rebellious 
Arms againſt their lawful Prince; ther 
er'e a Pope of *umall that for their ſervice 
he obſerv'd had got promotion therefore 
he ought to have civiller uſcage, ſeeing 


-he had taken (uch a journey to vitit his 


Highneſs, as for the Popes Bulls, ſays he, 
it's true they have done agreat deal 
of miſchief in the World, but now 
they are grown ſtale and people will-be 


Bug-bear'd with *amno longer. 


But the Covenant is wraped up in the 
very mantle of Hipocricy, and can in- 


ſenſibly ruin Kingdoms ; he would have 


proceeded. But Pope Julizs the ſecond 
who ſat as one of the Clarks of the 
Counſel, hearing him undervalue the 
Attions of -the Popes, and pretend he 

B 2 had 
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had out done them in wickedneſs, Starts 
up in 1 great rage and addrefled him» 
ſelf to Lucifer, My Lord faid he, will 
you ſuffer this Louſy Bag-piper to up- 
braid your faithful ſervants at this rate, 
and compare his deſerts with ours, it is 
not unknown to your Highneſs what I 
my ſelf have done what Havock I made 
1n Exrope whilſt I held the Papazy: and - 
by the Wars I raited and carried on in 
fix years ſpace 200000 fell a Sacrifice 
to my revenge; as Bononia, Ravenna , 
Venentia, Servia, Tmolia, Fauentia, and 
other Cities can Witneſs whoſe ſtreets | 
I overflowed with blood, and turned | 
their ſtately Piles into aſhes , nor was 
there any fin that my Invention could 
ſuggeſt, which-I did not put 1n practice. 
And yet for all this, ſays the Bag-piper 
ſnaping him up haſtily, you was but a 
wherry ſlave a little betore you came 
to the Popeddim., To which TJulizs | 
frowning with diſdaine ( as being | 
througly inraged at the diſgrace the 
Bag-piper had put upon himin the full 
aſſembly ) replyed Villan dare you 
argue thus with me at whoſe name 
the World once- trembled. O that I 
had bur St. Peters Keys, which I threw 


into the River Tiber when I went to 
War 
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War on the YVenetians how T1 would 
maule the with 'um. Burt as it is thou 
ſhalt not ſcape Pope Julins's revenge, 
which ſaid, ere any could prevent him 
he leaped over the Table, which the 
Bag-piper obſerving threw down his 
Pipes, and put himſelf into a poſture 
of defence : So that they- were at it 
hand to fiſt &'re one could ſay what's 
this. The Popes ſeeing their Brother 
hard put to'it made themſelves ready, 
and came to his Afhſtance which the 
Fidlers, and the reſt. of .the Bag-pipers 
noteing threw of their Cloaks, as re» 
folving not to ſee their Compamion 
wronged, So that in a moment all was 
in a hurly burly, and the Schirmiſh 
. grew hot for to the Afhſtance of the 
Popes came runing the Cardinals, Abbots, 
Priors, Jeſuits, Dominicans, Franciſcans, 
Carmalites, Fryars white, black and 
gray. As hkewiſe a number of Cut+ 
throats, and Ruffains who had faith» 
fully ſerved them on Earth, and now 
were reſolved to ſtand by them while 
on the other fide came skiping in the 
Danceing Maſters, Players upon the 
Organs, Flagelet, Recorder, and Jews 
Trump, A@ors, Soneters, Singing-Ma- 


ſters 3 and a number of the like faculty, 
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So that all Hell had been embroyled 
in a civil War, had not Lrcifer com- 


manded a Brigade of old Stump footed ' 


Devils (who are {tiled his Fanazaries ) 
to run in between them with red hot 
Muck-forkcs, which cauſed them to un- 
loſe. their holds z but notwithſtanding 

eir' utmoſt endeavours: long it was 
e're' they could part them, and Johger 
ere (ilence. could be made; all the 
place where they fought was ſtrewed 
with the ruins of Triple Myters, Myters, 
Croiſers, Copes, Cooles, Beads, Crofles, 
Bulls, Pardons, Indulgences, and ſuch 
like . Trumpery. z as likewiſe with bro- 
ken Fidles,. Bag-pipes, Po-boys, Rara- 
ſhoes, and-Fidlers Cloaks, for mim ithe 
Skirmiſh all went to wrack, fo that-Hell 
ſeemed a Chaos of confuſed. medly 5 this 
up-roar was ſo highly - reſented: by 
Lucifer and the reſt of. the Aſſembly, 
that he Inſtantly commanded the afore- 
mentioned punifhment to be inflicted on 
the Fidlers, Bag-pipers, and fome of the 
forwardcſt of their Aſſiſtants 3 nor would 
he ſuffer them to make any defence, 
but away they were halled by a Legion 
of Harpies, that ſtood ready to Tot- 
ment them ; as for the Popes they were 
doomed to ſtand in the Pillery, to _

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all their Trumpery burnt under their 
Noſes, and 'to be baniſhed the Counſel 
for ten days, as a terrible Example to all

will not yet remove, I had no' ſooner 
ended but in came too old Devils who 
had it in charge to ſee the late Sentences 
put in Execution, and gave the Court 
| al 
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an account of what they had done, well 
ſaid Lucifer (milling horribly) and how 
did the Popes behave themſelves in their 
ſutierings, I'le warrant ye they thought 
much on't; May it pleaſe your High- 
neſs ſaid the Devil that had the puniſh- 
ing of them, you are in the right, 1 
thought they would have overturned 
the Rock on which we faſtened them ; 
they raiſe ſuch a whirwind with curſing, 
and baning the fates that had deſtined 
them to'ſuch hard Fortune, and railing 
againſt your Highneſs, ſwearing that 
you had not kept your word with 'um, 
and that if they might live upon Earth 
again, they would not be fo zealous ta 
promote your Intereſt as they had been, 
but would inſtruct people to avoid 
your ſnares all they could; I, that is, 
taid Lucifer, when they obtain their 
wiſh, but we have *um too ſhure for 
their ever returning to tell Tailes, or 
prejudice our Intereſt in ought; but.

before, as you will anſwer it at your 
perrilz for now I remember the Cove- 
4nt which the Bag-piper offered to our 


Conſideration together with the late 


Solemn League have been much avail- 
able to us in many Caſes, ſince the Popes 
Bulls have been layed afide in the King- 
doms of-the North : þut this bnlineſs 
has held us too long 'from the grand 
Affairs for which this great Aſſembly 
were conven'd : this ſaid, he command- 
ed the Devil to withdraw. and doas he 
was bid; at which, without returning 
any Anſwer, he departed, 
When Moloch tiling from his ſeat 
all grim and terrible, with looks that 
threaten'd furious Deſtruction, thus be.

Truly, faid death, T very ſeldom give

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Ebony frame, guilded with Gold, having 
a Monks Coul and other impliments on, 
with a ſhaveri Crown, and a noſe like 
Mother $hiptons, with Eyes and mouth 
like Cerberzs, and a gilt Cup in his hand; 
this is, ſaid he, the 497k that poiſoned 
King John of England, who during his 
War with the Barrons, ſent an Embaſty 
to the Mahbometan King of the 10ors, 
who then flouriſhed in A4frick, to Aid 
him with a conſiderable number of Soul- 
diers to ſubdue his Rebel Subjetts, pro- 
miſling in lve of that to turn Mihomitan ; 
which danger to prevent this good 
man fent him ſilently co his graye':

demanding how I durft prifiine to lay

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what I did, ſeeing it was in his power 
to ſtop my prating for the futer : when 
I heard him ſay ſo, I thought 1t was time 
to make my Recartation, leaſt I ſhould 
be preſented with a Hempen Cravat- 


ſtring, or be tickled under the fifth 


Rib, for I knew not what to think on't 
as caſes ſtood, for I took, my ſelf now in 
Abners condition , when Joab went to

Weapon durſt attempt to put a period to 
the life of Henry the third of France, 
even. in the' midſt of his Triumphant 
Armys, when he beſeiged the Lagzers, 
ſhut up within the Walls of Parz, and 


reduced that City to Exceeding Penury; 


and by ſucceeding, raiſed. the Seige, 


although himſelf miſcarryed in the bold 


attempt : that on the right. fide him, 


with a ted head.isFrank Revilack out the 


Pondam 
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Bondam Monk, and Solicitor, but now 
ranked amongſt Roman Hero's for that 
admirable Exploit of his, in ſtabing King 
Henry the fourth of France with a But- 
chers Knife, . as he road in his Coach, 
invironed with his Nobles, paſting by 
St. Innocents Church in the City of 
Paris, for his ſecretly favouring the 
Hugonets, and when he had finiſhed 
the Tragedy, never ſo much as ſtired 
his Ground, but ſtood with the bloody 
Knife in his hand for auſtentations ſake 3 
and - though he was afterwards con- 
demnec_. by the Soveraign Chamber to 
| have his fleſh plucked off with Hot- 
pincers, and to be drawn in pieces with 
wild Horſes, yet being highten'd with 
the promiſes made to him by the Fathers 
of aſcending bolt upright into Paradice, 
and not fo much as calling at Pargatory 
by the way 3 he would not confeſs who 
ſet him on work, nor ſcarcely fo much 
as grone during his Aggany. 


Here I would gladly have asked him 
two or three Queſtions, but durlſt not, 
for fear of puting him out of humour, 
which might occaſioned ſome difarder, 
and have put a ſtop to any further pro- 


ceedings, and indeed have hindered me

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of ſeeing and hearing many things 
advantagious to the underſtanding, if 
a moral. conſtruction be but rightly

For who can but ſmile, though it be 
with abhorance and deteſtation, to think 
how the ealy people that pin their

never ſuch damnable Exploits) forthe 
Caprico of the Pope, or his Rable, are 
Infallibly Sainted, and ought. to have 
not only Veneration as to:high eſteem, 
but Divine Worſhip, ſuch as belongs to 
God alone, Attributed. to them ; theſe 
pernicious devices ſerve them for two 
ſpecial ends. 

The firſt, to Cheat the people of their 
Moneys, Jewels, and other things of 
Worth, that they ſuperſtitiouſly offer 
at the ſhrines of theſe pretended Saints. 
The ſecond, ' to make them deſperate 
and fit to undertake any danger what 
ſoever, (be it to the Hazard of life or 
Fortune) to promote the Cauſe, and 
by this ' means 1t 1s more then by any 
other, that they procure fit agents to 
carry on their Helliſh Plots and Con- 
{piractes, not only to murther _— 
an 
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and endeavour the ſubvertion of King- 
doms, but to wreck their own private 
revenge, when many. times the deſpa- 
rado perriſhing inthe attempt, deluded 
by fair promiſes, he makes no doubt 
but to take wing for Heaven, from 
whence in ſtate he may look down 
upon his worſhipersz but having paſled 
the limits of, Mortality , he finds his 
grand miſtake, for there being met by 
Divine Juſtice, who on thoſe confines 
keeps ftrick Watch, he's headlong 
plung'd into the deep Abils of Hel}, 
and bound in everlaſting Chaius of Dark- 
eſs, there. to howl and curle his flat- 
termg Deceivers. 


Well, the-next peice that my guide 


ſhew'd me, methought looked like the

nor ever could the Picture of Envy 


have been'more exaCly.pattern'd- out, 
having lively miſchief -1n; cvery line of 
his Viſage, bald: Pated, . he, was in a

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This is the Figure of the Prieſt, who durſt 

A mighty Prince from all his Glory thruſt ; 
And with one fatal Doſe pack'd him awa 
Who made Rome tremble and the Pope obey : 
Then learn of. him you that Confeſſors be, 
And of the Breſts of Princes keep the Keey ; 
Things ſacred, nay, the very Sacrament 
Rome does hold lawful may have poiſon in't, 
To render lifeleſs Kings and Princes Crown?d, 


Which ſhe calls foes; if elfe-ao means are founa, 


Upon Reading this, methought my 
blood ran backward, when: thus I pon- 
dered with my ſelf : O horrors and death 
(faid I) then muſt the Sacrament ! That 
bleſſed pledge of our Redeemers love 
and Seal to everlaſting life be made an 
joſtrument by ' Villans ( worſe then 
Fiends) to work their Helliſh'Murthers 
on'man kind, and above all our Princes, 
on - whom Heavens Sacred Image is 
doubly ſtamp'd ; Firſt, as being men, 
and next, as Gods Vicegerents to exe- 
cute Juſtice in their ſeveral Stations, 
and' for their 'Aftions are accountable 
to none but him that ordained- their 
power : then pauſing a while, I began 
to conſider what Hell-bred Sicophant 
this might repreſent, and found by a 
further Inſcription that it was the Black 

DE,  Fraers 
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Friers Picture, who to pleaſe the Am- 
bitious Pope, and for a conſiderable re- 
ward as many of that Age conjeQtured 
having mixed potſon with the pretended 
Conſecrated Hoſt, yet his fins no leſs 
then if it had been fo indeed, for with 
Heaven there is no tritling, nor will that 
Sacred pledg admit of any Counterfeit 
gave it to Herry Emperor of the Ro- 
mans in the Erchriſt, of which he in- 
ftantly dyed.

Upon this, I-concluded that far ſuch 
like Reaſons the Church of Rome to 
this day, allows her obedient Princes 
. the Cap which is ſtrictly forbidden to 
_ all other Lay perſons, for by that means 
their lives are as It were in the hands 
of Raſcally Monks, Friers, or Jeſuits, 
who are obliged to move, according 
as the Pope, (who 1s their Primun 210- 
bile ) ſhall think-fit. 
This Obſervation, methought did not 
a. little trouble me, for ſuch aftronts 
offered to ' Heaven and Earth ; could 
do no Jels then move the inmoſt ſecrets 
of my Soul to an Abhorance and de- 
teftation of fuch Monſterous wickednets 
though repreſented in dream, | 


Inſfomuch 
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. Infomuch that could I. have found 
the way out again, I had certainly left 
the Place; but not being well aflured, 
T thought 1t beſt, though not without 
ſome regret, to ſtay and ſee what fur- 
ther was to be obſerved ; when look- 
ing about, I ſaw the Portrature of . 
Swmervil, who being ſet on by the 
Feſuits to: kill Queen Elizabeth (but: be- 
ing taken e're he could. have an oper- 
tunity and Impriſoned) hang'd himſelf 
for madneſs; next him (tood Gudio Fanx 
with his dark Lanthorn.z Then Father 
Garnet, Percy, Catesby, Rookwood, and 
a number. more, whoſe deep inventions 
had contrived unheard of. ſtrattagems, 
which ſtrattagems deteCted and proved 
Treaſon in . the higheſt degree | had 
brought them to untimely, 'though de- 
ſerved Ends : : theſe my guide aflured 
me were ali Sainted for the. better en- 
couragement. of ſuch as ſhould come 
after u'm; but all the Arguments; he 
could uſe .as to that particular could 
not induce me to beligve. they were 
they Saints.. Triumphant; for you mult 
know there 1s as great a Gulph for the 
moſt part fixzd between thoſe Satats 
that Reiga with Chriſt in Glory, and 


thoſe that are Cannonized by the Pope, 
as 
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as there was between Dives arid La- 
ZArus. 

Now, ſaid he, turning to the left, 
theſe you (ce hereare of an other kind, 
for though they were not Immediate 
ſupporters of St. Peters Chair, yetthey 
| have done us ſingular ſervice, and had 
almoſt cut out our work ready to our 
hands, by raifing Rebellion, Leavying 
Wars, oppoling, depoſing, and murther 
of Majeſty, ©c. for which we have 
placed them amongſt our Hero's. 


When I heard him ſay ſo, I began to 
wonder who they. reſembled, immag- 
ining if they were nor Papiſts, they muft 
be Turks; but coming nearer I found 
them to'be'the Protraters of Olzver 
Cromwel, Henry Iretcn, Fack Bradſhaw, 
Solicitor Cook, Cobling Hewſon, Hugh

Well, but being almoſt weary of this, 
methought I asxed my guide what thoſe 
voices were we heard; for by this time 
I had enough of that diverſion, I defired 
to-be entertained with ſomewhat more 
pleaſing whereupon methought he lead 
me down as it were into cellar, where 
were ſeveral Lamps burning, and there 
[ eſpied a great number of Fellows 3

upon blood, as the Walls of Roxze were 
in the days of Roxzulxs ; or elſe the 
ſaid their lofty Piramid would be of 
ſhort continuance, when peeping a- 
mongſt them, methought the Table was 
covered with Inſtruments of death of all 
ſorts and ſizes, and a great many Sealed 
Writings bundled up at which I ſtarting 
cryed, now ſhall I have my throat cut 
and ſent witha paſt-port into the other 
World; and with no ſmall earneſtneſs 
repent me of my coming into a place

long practice were grown dexterlous, at 
uſeing their Tools at rough work; 
and 1n ſpite of Joves Gigantick thunder 
durſt venture their neck in lafty build- 
ings, whoſe towering tieight diſdaining 
Earth aſpire to reach the Stats, and. al 

this muſt be to pleaſe old Nimrod, that 
mighty hunter after Souls, eſpecially, of 
Saints, .and thaſe profeſiing the evex- 
laſting Goſpel, which -once taken ate 
ſweeter to his revenge, then. Hony or 
the Hony-Cotab, but methought they 
were in ſuch plaguey haſte to haye' this 
Edifice reir'd; that they had not time 
to: Temper their Morter 3 but delign'd 
for the more quick. deſpatch to daub 
i6 oyer with jt as-it;was, thongh they 
well knew the Scripture has - prg- 
nounced-irlwngainſt ſuch builders; + 


+: But that reſtrained thea) not, fai to 


all appearance they _ refalutelybent 
Is to 
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_ to carry on the work of the day, as 
the old man ſaid when he thraſhed in 
his Cloak, for the wages of the Hypo- 
crite, and received it to the utmoſt Far- 
thing, as he well deſerved ; The Di- 
ſcription of the Fabrick to be Erre&ed 
with all ſpeed, thus it was firſt re- 
folved upon that it ſhould be framed, 
and faſhioned after the Roman manner 
of Architequre, and not in the leaſt to 
vary from what had been formerly uſed 
by the Popes of that See, when like Ne- 
buchadnezzar they deſigned to oblige 
the Nations to fall down, and worſhip 
the Golden Images they had ſet up ; 
and inſtead of a Fiery Furnace, to pre- 
are a Funeral Pile in Smithfield rounds, 
for ſuch as refuſed.

Firſt, the- Foundation which was to 
have been as large as the extent of 
three Kingdoms if not beyond, was to 
have been- layed upon the ſoft _ 
_ '#) 
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of ftee Exerciſe of the Catholick Re- 
ligion , Which was to be ram'd down 
with a battery of perſwaſive Arguments, 
the better to give the work-men, and 
contributors to underſtand it ſhould be 
durable, and not builded upon the ſand 
(though in time it proved fo) the next 
was a great deal of Conſecrated Ru- 
biſh, to raiſe it yet higher, whichRubiſh 
the Pope himſelf had taken care to ſend 
out of his Conſfiſtory, and now they 
came to lay the Corner-ſtone, which 
task that it might be Immortal, and that - 
they might make death their friend 5 
they were reſolv'd he ſhould have the

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wood” of Ignorance, to turn. . upon 
hinges of ſtrange belief, the ſtairs by 
which ſuch as entered were to aſcend 
ordered to be ſhaped exactly, according 
to the Model of the Parriſpan Maſſacree, 
and all the upper Pavement to be En- 
amel'd with Goſpellers Sculs.. for the 
betrer ſecurity of the building, and to 
render it more awful and unqueſtion- 
able, the windows which indeed were 
deligned , but. few in number to be. 
Glazed, with believing as the Church 
believes a kind of a new Ttalian Inven- 
tion, ſo' clouded and ſhaded over that 
whoſoever ſhould be' on the inſide, 
| ſhould not be able to diſcern things, as. 
they were, but embrace ſhaddows for 
real ſubſtances, as the feigned Knights 
of old were wont to do, when by the: 
power of Magick Spells they were- 
confined within the Walls of Caſtles, 
rear'd by Inchantment., the Pillars were 
to be all of Poliſhed Idolitry, nor were 
graven Images to. be wanting, no nor 
the- Image of ,the beaſt who-.was to be 
placed in a Peltelent Chair, adorned. 
with the ſpoiles of Kings and Emper- 
qurs, and; .,zaſt; bchind; him, a great, Fur-. 
nace made of. .perſecution, was: to be. 
builded. to confume;ſuch as ſhould deny 


to 
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to fall: down and. worſhip, by puting 
them into a'Maryan ſweat, the Cham- 
bers and upper Stories to: be founded 
upon;'the- Pillars, and Floared- with 
Trenten; Niceen Counſels and Dccrees'7 
as -likewife the: :Corniſhes, Architraves, 
Freezes, and.the hke'to be varmfhed 
over with Widows and ſad Orphanes 
Tears, mixed with the blood of Hus- 
band,» and Parents ſuffering tor the 
Teſtimony of the Lord that purchaſed 
thetr:Redemprion, and for the better 
covering \of the Arches, if fo that a 
Storm ſhould; chance to. riſe before it 
was hniſhed 3 they ordained a very large 
Farpaulin: made of Shamplots , which 
was ſo' Artificially ſewed' together, that 
it was!/a matter of-.no' ſma]l dificulty 
to difterr the Seamss5 'athd with all fo 
large; that they doubted not: bur it 
would ſecure the Fabrick from being'de- 
molithed'; or much indamaged ill all 
was bilowr over, and then it was to have 
been Eeaded with the Spaniſh Inqui- 
fition;': which as. they ſaid was of a 
laſting :quality , and once well fixed 
and 'cemerited 'with blood, would be 
aſyre Protetion'to'the reſt, and jn this 
Babel :wheh  finiſhed' there was about 
100000: falſe Lights; deſigned: to burr 
9 H 3 cay 
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day and night inſtead of Lamps, and 
becauſe the Sun beams ſhould be ex- 
cluded, although the Windows were 
as you have heard, yet ſtrong. Shutters 
made of unknown Tongues were de- 
ſigned, fo that there might not ſo much 
as a Glimpsof Taving knowledge enter : 
theſe and ſuch like were the contri- 
vances, nor difpaired they tobring their 
projects to pals, for as I underſtood the 
Pope had promiſed to expend two Mil- 
lions towards the forwarding of it, 
and ſeveral of his Catholick and moſt 
Chriſtian Sons were injoyned to do 
according to their abilities 3 Pacquets 
being for that purpoſe diſperſed amongſt 
not only the great but the leffer biggots, 
and a number of Subſcriptions paſt doubt 
abtained, and ſo eager were. they to 
begin it, that not having well under. 
ſtood that Death had given the Infer-

Price to lay the cornerſtone, that being 
dane the work might ga on more eaſy, 
but looking oyer the Popes inſtructions,

a dozen of u'm, irr a Morning for break- 
faſt; Nay the zealous*'Dr. Boner Biſhop 
of London, that dreadfat Pillar of 1- 
#her Charch, could beaft- that he had 
adjudged about two hitndred of them 
to the flames, belides theſe he ſuffered 


to 
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to periſh in Priſon, and all in 3 Years 
ſpace, 

And during the Reign of that nur- 
fing Queen, near five hundred ſtubborn 
Oecolampadians, or Hereticks were ſent 
packing to the other World, even till 
the tire that conſumed them had. in- 
flam'd the Air as was thought, and 
cauſed ſuch a Contagion that ſeveral 
Thouſands of both ſorts expired, and 
at laſt that obedient Queen was carryed 
off, with a burning Feavaur 3 then 
Herifie began to peep abroad. 

And we as foon began to prevent 
its growing greatneſs, but it out ſtriped

as deaths Throne ſoon diſapeared, and

Mercy decend upon the wings of com- 
paſtion cloathed with brightneſs, out- 
ſhining the Sun, and take her ſeat by 
Juſtice, a great number of them took 
courage and began to Sing, bleſſed be 
the Lord God of Iſrael, who in the midſt 
of Judgment bas remembered mercy, and 
forgets not his Ancient loving kindneſs 3 
and thereupon came boldly forward, 
though ſevera], who knowing them- 
ſelves to be diſperately wicked like 
Cane and Judas, ſtill diſpaired, and could 
gladly have been contented to have 
remained for ever in the ſhaddow of
